Duty of Repentance, muft 
be diligent to obſerve, concerning the Perſon that re- 
pents, that he be not impoſed: upon by ſome one excel 
lent, Thing that was remarkable in his Life: For there 
are ſome People of one good Thiag; ſome are charita- 
ble to the Poor, out of Kind-heartednefs, and the ſame 
Good. nature makes em eaſie and compliant with drink- 
ing Perſons, and to every Temptation that is offered 
em: Others are eiae er juſt Perſons, and pun- 
al obſervers of their Word with Men, but break their 
Promiſes with God, and make no Scruple of that.
